The  fear  of  dividing  his  affections  had 
lefs  powxr  over  her,  than  the  chagrin  of 
Wing  debarred  from  all  female  focicty. 
She  therefore  confented  to  write  to  three 
young  girls  of  her  acquaintance,  inviting 
them  to  pay  her  a  viGt;  and  Hie  gave 
them  fuch  an  advantageous  acctmnt  of 
her  fftuation,  as  could  not  fail  to  excite 
their  curiofity;  which  was  heightened  by 
another  circumflance: — they  were  told 
in  the  letter,  that  the  fervant,  who  was 
the  bearer,  would  attend  them  on  any 
day  they  fhnuld  appoint,  with  her  coach, 
tocondud  them  to  her;  but  that,  (or 
particular  reafons,  fhe  was  oWigrd  to 
conceal  from  them  the  names  of  peribns, 
or  any  defeription  of  the  place  of  her 
refidence.  After  a  ftiort  confuHation, 
the  dclirc  of  iccing  their  old  acquata* 


tance,  whom  they  had  given  over,  con¬ 
ceiving  fhe  had  met  with  fome  fatal  ac¬ 
cident,  joined  to  the  enchanting  account 
Ihc  had  given  of  herfelf,  engaged  thena 
to  confent,  and  in  a  few  days  Mr  Hcrby’g 
fervaftt  conduced  them  fafe  in  his  coacli 
to  his  houfe.  Great  preparations  had 
been  made  for  their  reception;  all  the 
apai  tments  were  thrown  open ;  the  mott 
colUy  furniture  w.as  difplayed;  jeweir, 
and  valuable  curiofitics  were  careltlsly 
placed  in  the  different  rooms,  and  every 
art  made  ulc  of  that  cmild  ferve  to  convey 
the  idea  of  immenfe  riches.  The  fcam- 
ftreis  herfelf  was  drefled  m.ignificently, 
and  feemed  to  lie  covered  with  diamonds. 
The  three  girls,  who  perhaps  had  never 
feen  any  thing  finer  than  their  thops, 
were  thiindcr-ftruck ;  envy,  it  is  prob¬ 
able,  fucceeded  to  admiration;  and 
duubtlefs  they  fecrctly  curled  their  own 
hard  fortune;  but  the  feamflrefs  did  not 
limer  them  to  give  way  to  thefe  reflec¬ 
tions,  longer  than  was  neceflary  for  their 
deligii.  After  a  fnperb  entertainment, 
at  w'hich  llic  prefided,  .and  during  the 
courfe  of  which  Mr  Ilcrby  treated  her 
with  every  mark  of  afrci^fion,  and  then 
with  uncommon  politenefs  he  purpofelf 
withdrew;  and  (he  then  told  the  girls— 
that  Ihc  would  be  very  happy  if  they 
would  confent  to  be  p.irtncrs  with  her 
in  her  good  fortune;  that  (lie  had  Tent 
fi)r  them  with  that  view;  and  that  they 
had  only  to  lignify  their  aflent,  to  be¬ 
come  as  abfolule  mUlrtfles  of  the  houle, 
and  all  the  riches  they  faw  in  it,  as  her¬ 
felf.  She  then  exp.Kiatcd  on  the. .amiable 
qualities  of  Mr  derby,  who  in  faCt  wa«  a 
well  made  genteel  mao.  At  this  inOant 
he  relumed— enforcing  the  lady’s  argu¬ 
ments  by  athoufand  civilities,  and  liitne 
rit'h  prefents;  he  made  them  promife  to 
Uke  the  tirll  opportunity  of  eloping  from 
their  friends,  and  fenit  them  back  umler 
the  condud  of  the  fame  fervant,  who 
was  provUlcd  with  money,  and  ordered 
to  attend  their  orders  till  their  (light  was 
accomplifoed.

The  French  compiler  of  tbefe  Eflays, 
in  an  addrefs  to  the  public  prefixed 
to  them,  obl'ervcs,  that,  in  the  amazing 
number  of  articles,  with  which  the  cele¬ 
brated  Didionary,  theENCYCLOPEDY, 
abounds,  a  great  nuntberot  them  cannot 
be  read  or  underftootl  but  by  a  few  per- 
lons  convcrl'ant  in  the  more  abftrii  e 
iciences.  Others  were  intended  only 
tor  being  occafionally  confulted,  l>ut  ne¬ 
ver  tube  the  objects  of  a  continued  read- 
ing,  or  particular  ftudy. — Tnerc  are  but 
tew  per  Ions  who  can  afford  to  purchafe 
the  Encyclopedy;  and  even  thofe  who 
are  equal  to  the  expence,  will  find  it  a  ve¬ 
ry  hard  matter  now  to  conrie  at  one,  the 
edition  being  almolt  out  of  print. 

I'r.is  great  fcarcity  was  one  of  the  chief 
motives  that  induced  the  compiler  to 
proceed,  in  favour  of  the  public,  to  felcdt 
from  the  Encyclopedy,  and  to  puhlifh,  in 
a  fmall  compafs,  its  moll  exquifite  ar¬ 
ticles,  thereby  to  facilitate  a  pcrulal  of 
them,  not  only  to  thofe  perfons  who, 
without  the  advantage  of  luch  an  epi¬ 
tome,  mult  remain  excluded  from  that 
inflruclion  which  they  may  now  reap, 
but  even  to  the  more  wealthy  pofleflbrs 
of  the  whole,  by  laving  the  irkfomc  toil 
of  Iceking  them  amidft  a  crowd  of  tar 
'Icfs  interefting  fubic^ts.

Conjugal  Infidelity. 

IT  were  ncedlefs  to' debate  At  tbi^ 
time,  whether  adultery  be  a  crime  that 
difgracei  fociety  or  not.  Upon  the  very 
fUrting  of  fiicb  a  quefton,  every  body 
fccU  an  immediate  conviftion  in  the  af¬ 
firmative;  and  thofe  perfons  oidy  would 
cuter  into  a  difptrtc  jdK>ut  it,  who  arc 
food  of  having  their  cars  tickled  with 
the  quibbling  fophiftry  of  felf-lovc. 

But  there  is  another  queflion  much 
more  worthy  of  being  attended  to,  the 
foiution  whereof  ncceffarily  implies  that 
oCthc former;  aod  tlut  is»  to  determioe 
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which  of  the  two  criminals  does  rooft 
harm  to  fociety;  he  who  debauches  ano¬ 
ther  man’s  wife,  or  he  w'ho  lives  in  habi¬ 
tual  lil)ertiBifin  with  the  fex,  and,  by  dc; 
dining  the  ftatc  of  wTdlock,i8  rcgardlefi 
of  lawfully  begetting  fubjedts  for  the' 
commonwealth. 

The  general  fenfc  of  mankind  declares, 
that,  next  to  homicide,  adultery,  of  all 
other  crimes,  deferves  to  be  the  moft  fe- 
verdy  punifbed ;  bccaufe  it  is  one  of  tfic 
moft  cruel  robberies  which  can  be  com¬ 
mitted  by  one  man  againft  another,  and 
is  of  fo  outrageous  a  nature,  as  to  occa» 
fion  murder,  and  the  moft  horrible  deeds, 
to  revenge  fuch  an  unpardonable  and  a- 
trocious  injury.  J 

Although  the  other  kind  of  unlawfij 
connexion  between  two  perfoos  may  not 
commonly  give  occafion  to  fuch  ads  of 
violence' as  conjugal  infidelity  does,  and 
the  evil  conlequcnces  thence  ariling  may 
not  be  fo  apparent,  yet  are  they  not  lefs 
real ;  and  though  held  in  a  lefs  degree  of 
enormity;  are  more  eftedually  prejudi¬ 
cial  to  the  ftatc.  ’  •  * 

Adultery  is  the  union  of  two  corrupt¬ 
ed  hearts,  eftranged  from  all  fenfc  of 
juftice,  and  that  ought  to  be  mutual  ob- 
jeds  of  horror  to  each  other,* as  two  rob-j 
bers  hold  each  other  in  reciprocal  con¬ 
tempt  for  their  pradical  infamy.  Adul-| 
tcry  proves  extremely  prejudicial  to  the 
children  who  are  thence  derived,  becaiiCe^ 
no  ad  of  maternal  tendemefs  is  to  be  cx- 
peded  for  them  from  a  vicious  mother,] 
that  beholds  in  them  objeds  of  conftant' 
anxiety,  and  flinging  reproach  for  her 
conjugal  infidelity;  wherefore  (he  takes, 
no  care  to  form  their  manners,  or  train 
therB  up  in  the  paths  of  virtue,  being, 
alienated  from  the  didates  of  innocence. , 

However  culpable  fuch  enormities  be, ' 
yet.whilc  kq>t  a  fccret,  fociety  fuflTrrs  ap¬ 
parently  but  little ;  be^ufe  the  children 
arc  bred  up,  and  receive  exteriorly  the* 
fame  liberal  education  with  thol^  of  )e- . 
gitimatc  procreation. 

But,  in  general,  quite  difTerent  are  the ' 
efteds  from  oci^onal  and  tranfitoiy 
connedions,  bound  to  each  other  by  no' 
lawful  tie.  The  intenfe  pleafurc,  with 
which  it  had  pleafed  the  Almighty  to. 
Wefs  the  marriage-ftate,  was  In  order  to  , 
promote  the  generation  of  the  human 
fpedes;  and  the  intent  of  Providence  U. 
not  eluded  when  this  ftimulating  pleafiire  .. 
is  enjoyed  in  the  nuptial-bed  only :  but' 
the  min  of  human  fertility,  and  the  be¬ 
coming  t  criminal  ol^d  in  fodety,  are 


the  incvilahlf  cffc(^s  of  unaulhorifed  in¬ 
timacy  bftwteii  the  lexes. 

Thcdtreaiiiig  of  human  propaj^ation 
is  Urns  elicctuaUd  :  women  who 
lute  theuifclvcs,  dilirlaim  all  I'enle  ol  du- 

,  abhor  the  very  name  of  mother ;  to 
the  attainment  of  which  title  they  fo  of¬ 
ten  expofe  themlelves;  and  when  they 
»re  lurprifed  by  a  ft  ite  of  pregnancy, 
there  is  nothing  they  dread  (b  much  to 
fee  as  the  fruit  of  their  illicit  amours. 
With  deteftation  they  behold  its  arrival 
into  the  world ;  to  which  fuch  unnatu¬ 
ral  parents,  for  the  mod  part,  think  the 
unhappy  l>abe  has  no  right — Nay,  to  pre¬ 
vent  it,  dcftriniiive  remedies  have  iWen 
often  employed;  and,  on  their  failing, 
llie  devoted  helplefs  vi»ttim  is  murdered, 
l\)r  daring  to  behold  the  light;  or  left 
naked  and  forfaken  in  the  ftrect,  to  the 
char»ty  of  the  firft  comer. 

From  wretches  thus  expofed  at  their 
ronnng  into  the  world,  and  afterward**  to 
^!1  the  dcbafingcaprlcioufiiefs  of  forttme, 
i.-  formed  a  motley  grouiv  of  unavowed 
banditti,  without  education,  pofi'dlion, 
proftllion,  or  cliini  wliatfv«rvei  in  the 
nation.  Mi>reo\cr,  the  abandoned,  d.nte 
of  uncontrinded  freedom,  in  whicli  they 
have  grown  tip,  unavoidably  leaves  them 
unprincipled,  and  aliens  fntm  .any  iH)tiou 
of  regularity  or  diferetion ;  w  hence  they 
often  become  di  fperadi^es,  .and  perpe- 
tiatc  moft  execrable  ads,  to  revenue 
tbemfclves  on  a  focicty,  in  which  they 
have  no  rank,  concern,  or  eftimation, 
but  univerfal  contempt  for  their  wreteh- 
CJ  inheritance. 

The  leaft  of  evils,  fubfequent  to  illegi¬ 
timacy,  is  not  th.at  it  fcHtlerb  through 
the  rc.ilm  uiihutui.ate  exilteuces,  d»fa- 
Vv>wed  by  all,  but  that  they  coramor  ly 
die  without  being  .able  to  contribute  to 
the  gO(xl  of  the  community,  by  begelling 
lawful  children  from  the  gcueral  avir- 
fion  to  m.irry  a  baft.n  d. 

This  naturally  leads  us  to  another  to¬ 
pic,  which  is,  to  declare,  that  n«akmg 
can  be  more  oppoftte  to  the  well  being 
and  increafe  of  Uxiety,  thin  the  celilwtyy, 
or  th.e  le.ading  of  a  finglc  life,  whica  is  fo 
n.uc*h  cried  up  hy  thole  maxims  cf  falfc 
philofophy,  to  be  heard  at  esei-y  re  nik  x- 
vons,  a!>d  that  are  totally  fub\eidYe  of 
the  inoral  f)i'lem. —

puniihmcnt  in  that  ca if  were  iu'bitrary,

The  emperor  A Mguftus  was  the  firft  who 
inftituied  one,  and  had  the  misbnlune  of 
feeing  its  firJl  execution  in  his  ov  n  fami¬ 
ly.  Jt  was  railed  the  Lex  jHlia^  and 
fer.tenced  the  delinquents  to  death.  Hut 
although,  in  confeqiience  of  this  law,  the 
accufation  of  tlie  crime  of  adultery  be¬ 
came  of  public  notoriety,  and  was  allow¬ 
ed  to  all  perfons,  let  it  be  obiervcd,  that 
adultery  has  always  been  coniidered  as  a 
crime  of  a  domeftic  and  private  nature, 
rather  than  as  one  of  a  public  concern; 
aiul  that  therefore  llrangers  to  the  fami¬ 
ly  were  feldoiii  allowed  to  profee ute  for 
judiciary  puniihmcnt,  if  the  married 
couple  lived  pc.ice.ibly  together,  and  the 
buiband  had  urged  nocaufe  ot  complaint 
to  the  proper  tribunal. 

And  for  this  reafon  fome  of  the  fuc- 
cceding  emperors  abrogated  intirely  that 
part  of  the  law,  w  hich  allowed  firangcn 
to  the  family  to  intertere  in  an  acculatioa 
of  adultery,  btcaufc  fuch  a  prolecMtiofi 
could  not  be  commenced  without  fowing 
the  feeds  of  divilion  and  jealoufy  io  the 
minds  of  the  hidbaiid  and  wife;  nay 
more,  without  throwing  the  birthright 
of  the  children  into.uiicertairity ;  and,  fi¬ 
nally,  without  making  the  huibaad.an 
objed  of  Imghtcr  and  contempt :  for  the 
hulb.md  being  the  pevfou  principally  in- 
tcrelled  to  examine  into  the  coodud  of 
his  wife,  it  is  to  be  fuppofed  he  docs  it 
with  more  cireumf[>eCtion  than  any  other 
perfon;  and  that  therefore,  when  he 
liuiil  -  his  tongue,  no  body  elfe  has  a  right 
to  IjHrak. 

'  '1  he  law  therefore,  in  certain  pafet, 
efi.ahlilljed  the  hufband  judge,  invefting 
him  all'o  with  an  executive  powei*  in  hia 
own  caufc,  and  a  pennilfion  of  avenging 
himfelf  for  the  injury  due  to  his  honour,, 
(m  finding  the  culprits  in  the  ad  of  fhaipc« 
It  was  alfo  ordered  by  the  fame  law, that 
if  a  hufband  fhouM  b<  known  to  make 
.an  infanaous  traffic  of  his  wife’s  perfon; 
or  that  he  were  any  way  conniving  at,  or 
conk'itais  of  her  lending  a  difl'okste  life, 
but  at  the  fame  time  diflcmbled  an  igiio- 
r.<nce  of  her  turpitude,  in  fuch  cafes  the 
adultery  became  a  crime  of  public  noto* 
rltty  :.then  (Irangers  to  the  family  might 
commence  a  legal  prolbcution,  and,  ao» 
cording  to  the  Lex  Julia i  both  hufoaod 
upil  wife  were  puniftied.  - 

In  mi>ft  of  the  European  Datinos,  at 
prefeot,  ccnjusal  infidelity;  is  not  looked 
lUKiii  as  a  crime  of  public  concern;  aw 
tneitfure  the  huibaod  is  the  pnly  pcHb* 
who  1105  a  ri^t  to  acyuib  ihf 


can  the  power  of  the  ftate  interfere,  but 
in  caies  of  very  enormous  fcandial  f, 

Althou*;h  a  hufbaml,  who  violates  con- 
jiiijal  fidelity,  he  a  delinquent,  as  well  as 
the  wife  who  does  the  tame,  yet  the  is 
not  allowed  to  acciife,  or  carry  on  a  fuit 
a^ainlt  him  for  that  crime. 

StKiales  (not  the  famous  Grecian  phi- 
lolopher)  relates,  that  under  the  emperor 
'i  hecHlolius,  in  the  year  380,  a  woman 
cotivided  of  adultery  was,  in  punifliment 
for  her  crime,  expofed  to  the  brutal  at* 
tacks  of  whofoever  would  chufe  to  com¬ 
mit  an  ad  of  luftful  violence  upon  her. 

Lycuryius  inflided  the  fame  pimifh- 
mciit  ujKin  adulterers  as  on  parricides : 
the  lAJcrians  put  out  their  eyes;  and  in 
moll  of  the  oriental  nations,  this  crime  is 
punilhed  with  theutmoft  feverity. 

'rhe  antient  Saxons  condemned  to  the 
fiames  a  woman  caught  in  adultery;  and 
from  the  midft  of  her  alhes  a  gibbet  was 
ereded,  and  thereon  the  accomplice  of 
her  crime  was  executed.  In  England, 
according  to  the  Lex  Edmundi^  adul¬ 
tery  was  punilhed  in  the  lame  manner  as 
murder;  which  became  changed  into 
the  baniihmeiit  of  the  male  offender,  and 
cutting  otf  the  nofe  and  ears  of  the  fe¬ 
male. 

.  In  Spain  it  w'as  the  cuftom  to  cut  off 
the  parts  which  had  been  infirumental  in 
committing  the  crime. 

The  civil  law  reformed  by  Juftinian, 
through  the  remonftrances  of  hisconfort 
Theodora,  moderated  the  rigour  of  the 
J.e\  Julia ^  ordering  that  an  adultrefs 
ftiould  be  whipped^  and  Ihut  up  in  a  con¬ 
vent  for  two  years ;  but  if,  daring  that 
time,  tire  huibaiid  were  not  to  relent,  or 
Ihew  any  inclination  of  taking  her  home 
again,  then  her  hair  was  fcnteiiced  to  be 
cut  o^,  and  ihe  to  remain  a  clofe  pri- 
foner  for  life;  and  this  was  called  the 
Lex  authentica  in  regard  to  conjupl 
infidelity,  it  being  the  new  one,  contain¬ 
ing  the  reformed  difpofition  of  the  old, 
relative  to  this  heinous  offence. 

The  laws  agaiafl  adultery  are  much 
mitigated  at  prefent ;  all  the  puniihment 
inflided  on  an  adultrefs,  it  to  deprive  her 
of  her  dowrv’,  with  the  benefit  of  all 
marriage  articles,  and  to  fend  herto  a  con¬ 
vent  It  is  no  longer  the  cuftom  to  whip 
fuch  a  criminal,*  left  that  public  igno¬ 
miny  might  prevent  a  huiband,  other- 
wiic  rclcutingly  inclined,  fromarecon- 

t  Thai  is  /*«  France,  htU  not  in  £ng. 
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ciliation  with  her:  example  of  fuch  re¬ 
unions  have  been  feen. 

The  hulband's  heirs  are  not  admitted 
to  bring  an  accufation  of  adultery  againft 
his  widow,  with  an  intent  to  deprive  her 
of  the  benefit  of  her  marriage  fcttlemcnt. 
I'hcy  are  only  allowed  to  proceed  for 
her  Wng  deprived  thereof,  when  the  ac¬ 
tion  had  been  brought  in  the  huiband’t 
life-time;  yet  even  in  that  cafe,  in  order 
to  fuccecd,*  they  muft  eftablilh  their 
proofs  of  he  r  conjugal  infidelity  within 
the  year  of  mourmng. 

A  woman  conviifted  of  adultery,  is  not 
thereby  emancipated  from  herhulband*f 
power. 

There  was  a  time,  ns  Plutarch  informs 
us,  when  the  Lacedemonians,  infteadof 
puniihing  adultery,* permitted,  or  atleaft 
tolerated  it. 

Adultery  renders  marriage  unlawful 
between  the  two  guilty  ones,  and  forms 
w  hat  the  theologifts  call  impedifftenium 
criminif,  “  An  impediment  through 
their  criminality.** 

The  Greeks,  and  fomc  Chriftians  in 
tlie  eaft,  were  of  opinion,  that  a  wife’s 
kirifjgconvided  of  adultery,  diffolvcd  the 
marriage  compad :  and  that  the  huiband 
might,  without  any  formal  procefs,  take 
unto  him  another  wife.  But  the  council 
of  Trent,  in  feffion  xxiv.  can.  7.  con¬ 
demned  this  opinion,  and,  in  a  mahner, 
anathematifed  all  who  maintained  it. 

jddulterine  is  an  epithet  given  to 
thofe  children  that  are  begotten  in  adul¬ 
terous  embraces:  they  arc  looked  upon 
in  a  more  odious  light  than  thofe  en* 
gendered  by  unmarried  people.  The 
Romans  refufed  to  them  even  the  title  of 
natural  children,  as  if  they  were  dif- 
claimed  by  nature.

reafons,  I  think  that  both  parties  ongbt 
to  concur  in  promoting  the  enquiry.' 
Indeed,  after  w'hat  has  been  advanc^ 
by  a  re'ijpcitable  alderman,  I  cannot  fee 
how  we  can  with  any  grace  purfuc  a  dif¬ 
ferent  plan.  You  are  openly  told,  that 
miniflers  have  attempted  to  corrupt  the 
venerable  lages  of  the  law*,  to  debauch 
them  from  the  intcreft  of  their  country*' 
and  to  w^heedle  them  into  decifions  con¬ 
trary  to  their  oaths,  contrary  to  jufticcd 
Is  not  this  a  feriouR  matter?  Docs  it  not 
call  loinlly  for  an  enquiry?  In  my  appre-'  * 
henflon  it  is  truly  alarming,  and  ibould 
ixHife  ii«  int«»  immediate  a<J:tion,  Arc 
you  afraid  of  engaging  in  a  fruitlefc^ 
learch,  and  of  not  being  able  loconviA 
the  delinquents?  That  is  impofliblc; 
the  fame  member  aflbres  you*  that  w" 
you  appoint  your  committee,  and  gra#|^ 
it  the  ufiial  powers  of  fending  for  prrfont 
and  papers,  he  will  prove  his  alleg^wo* 
at  the  bar  of  this  houfe.  What  taM 
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can  yoH  defirc  r  Here  is  a  direA  and  po- 
litive  charge,  and  a  dived  and  |X)iitive 
pruof  is  offered.  How  can  t-he  grand 
inqueit  of  the  nation,  whole  ears  ought 
always  to  he  open  to  complaints  of  inal- 
verfation,  throw  out  a  bill,  which  has 
fo  many  charaders  of  a  true  bill?  For 
my  part,  I  look  upon  you  in  the  light  of 
a  grand  jury,  which,  though  not  ^und 
by  oath,  is  ilill  bound  by  honour,  and 
jullice,  and  confgknce,  to  find  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  evidence  that  is  produced. 
What  better  evidence  can  yoti  require  in 
this  cafe  ?  No  better  can  hardly  be  ima¬ 
gined.  As  an  additional  motive,  how¬ 
ever,  let  me  remind  you,  that  he  has 
declared,  that  he  heard  with  his  own 
ears,  from  the  mouth  of  lord  Mansfield, 
w'ords  expreflivc  of  the  dodrincs  now 
arraigned.  Is  not  this  the  very  thing 
you  wanted?  It  is:  it  is  the  fpecific 
charge,  for  wliich  fome  gentlemen  feem* 
td  to  be  fo  eager.  A  i.*icmbcr  of  your 
own  houfc  ftands  a  declared  witnefs  be¬ 
fore  you.  He  mentions  perfons  and 
things,  and. brings  the  charge  home  to 
the  iuppofed  culprit.  What  cxctife, 
what  fubterfuge,  now  remains  ?  You 
arc  fairly  beat  out  of  all  the  ftrong  holds, 
in  which  you  expeded  to  make  fo  no¬ 
table  a  defence.  Two  or  three  plain 
words  overturn  all  your  magic,  and 
make  thofe  enchanted  cafiles,  in  which 
you  thought  yourlclves  impregnable,  va- 
ni(h  into  air.  In  vain  is  Ulyfies,  in  vain 
is  Polyphemus,  and  his  one-eyed  bro¬ 
thers,  prelTed  into  yc»ur  fervicc.  Thcle, 
and  the  old  Greek  ftory,  w  hich  w^e  have 
all  read,  become  mere  flummery,  mere 
found,  vox  <b  praterea  nihil* 

Confider,  I  befeech  you,  the  dange¬ 
rous  coulequences  of  the  dodrines  in 
queflion ;  and,  if  you  will  not  be  moved 
by  the  intcreft  of  the  pnblic,  be  moved 
by  your  own.  This  houfe  has  voted 
away  its  privilege  in  matters  of  libel. 
Any  nvemher  that  is  fuppofed  to  have 
been  concerned  in  cumpofing,  printing, 
or  publiibing  a  fuppofed  libel,  may,  by  a 
mandate  uf  the  court,  be  feized  in  your 
lobby,  or  dragged  from  his'feat.  And 
who  is  to  determine,  whether  this  fup- 
•pofed  libel  deferves  the  name  of  libel  or 
out  ?  Not  a  jury ;  for  that  point  docs  not 
come  within  their  province,  becaute  it  if 
an  inference  of  law,  and  therefore  above 
their  fphere.  It  belongs  only  to  the 
judges.  They  arc  the  only  men  that 
can  uutic  the  Gordian  knot.  Even  a 


member  of  this  houfe,  though  enlighten¬ 
ed  by  the  plearling  of  counfcl,  and  the 
dircdion  of  the  jtulge,  w^s  incapable  of 
iinmvelling  this  intricate  afi'air.  Not  that 
the-fupporters  of  this  opsiinm  thmiglit 
the  matter  formerly  lo  thorny  and  diffi¬ 
cult.  They  could,  in  the  of  Wilkesy 
Uke  upon  them  to  ifecide  what  w  as  a  li¬ 
bel,  w'ithout  confulting  any  fudge.  I 
fuppofe  they  trufled,  at  that  time,  to 
fome  infpiration  from  above ^  elfe  they 
would  not  have  undertaken  the  folutioc 
of  lo  dhficult  a  problem.  Or,  is  it  that 
too  hard  application  to  the  aftarrs  of  go¬ 
vernment  has  exhaufled  their  fund  of 
underflanding,  and  clouded  their  minds  f 
From  the  vaft  care  which  they  have  take* 
to  fettle  ou  r  a  fairs  at  home  aivd  abroad* 
I  am  tempted  to  believe  that  this  is  th^ 
cafe,  nil  tivey  not  loft  their  fomrer 
penetration  and  judgment,  would  not 
the  Confequcnces  rclulting  from  the 
check  given  to  the  enquiry  which  fome 
gentlemen  propofed  to  make  into  the 
affair  of  St  George’s  fields,  have  taught 
them  to  ibrw’ard  this  enquiry?  Have 
they  forgot  the  murmurs  and  heart* bur¬ 
nings  produced  by  the  fuppreffiem  of 
that  conftitutional  meafure  ?  T1»e  com¬ 
mon  talk  of  the  time  was,  that  you  had 
firft  excited  the  people  tocomplain;  that 
then  you  maflacred  them  for  complain¬ 
ing  ;  and  that,  laftly,  you  protected  and 
rewarded  the  murderers  and  afTifTins.
